2. The subject under discussion vas, that of the argsnization of a panel 
of high level non-goveromental consultants, 'vfaich vould particlpate Id and «ake 
a contrifrution to the development of national' lntelligenci eatimates. Mr. Jackson 
outllned certain proposals vhloh General Smith and he have in mlnd as to the 
«anner ln vhloh the panel far private consultants vould operate, and concluded 
bsn presentatlon vlth a statejænt to the effect that hoth General Smith and he ° 
vere «ost anxious for Mr. Kennan to serve as a «esther of the panel. Mr. Kennan 
stated'. that he vould he very happy to serve ln thie capaclty, end the 
conversation tben trumed to a consideratloa of othfer lndividuals and their 
qualiflcatlons . , 



10. Mr. Wlsner asked Mr.jKennan for his estimata of the valne of 
Gustav KIIXEER and the posaible uses to vhloh he might be put.

on Rusalan affairs ln the German Forelgn Office befare and during the first 
part of World Var II, and that he has as-deep an experlehoe in Ruaaian matters 
ae any German alive. Kennan further stated that he bed alvsys been entirely
